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Privately-Owned Central Bank 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


On the principal that the Canadian public will stand for any- 
thing, proceedings are being taken at Ottawa to incorporate a 
privately owned Central Bank. As the facts relating to central 
banks are becoming more widely understood, it is becoming 
apparent that this proposal is proving too great a strain to be 
borne even by the politically docile Canadian people. The capital 
of the privately-owned central bank is to have a share capital of 
five million dollars. 


Australia owns its own central bank, known as the Common- 
wealth Bank; and has had full experience in its management and 
in its results. The Sydney Mail (March 28th, 1934) says of the 
Commonwealth Bank: 


“The bank is a great national institution that not only 
stayed off disaster at the most critical period, but has since 
exerted an immense influence in helping the country along 
the road to recovery.” 


In 1933 the Government of Australia received over six million 
dollars as its share of the profit of its central bank. No wonder 
it is proposed to make the Canadian Central Bank a private bank 
so as to keep it in step with the other special privileges preying 
on the earnings of the Canadian people. 


On the basis of the ratio between Australian commerce and 
Canadian commerce, there should be net earnings by the Canadian 
Central Bank of five million dollars in each six months, 


As proving this the offical figures of the Australian Bank 
during the six months July to December, 1933 are here given: 


“The report of the Commonwealth Bank of Australia for 
the half-year ending December 31 shows net profit for the 
period of £519,872, as against £715,566 for the previous six 
months, the decline in earnings being due to a shrinkage of 
£203,546 in the profit of the:note-issue department. The usual 
allocation of profits is made, the Treasury taking £291,789, 
representing the surplus of the note-issue department; the 
bank's reserve fund is credited with £114,041, a sum of £99,636 
goes towards the National Debt Sinking Fund, and £14,405 to 
Development Fund, the latter representing half the profit of 
the rural credit department.”
